Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments, the 
Examiner maintains the same position as explained in the Final Office Action. Additionally, the Examiner would like to make comments as 
follows: 

Applicant argues that Ushijima does not teach the feature of "the analysis of query results with respect to one or more target attributes and 
one or more auxiliary attributes." The Examiner suggests to read the Final Office Action for this argument. Also, Ushijima teaches the 
varies of columns to aggregate depend on the result of target attributes (Ushijima: col. 5, Ins. 40-60) grouping (Ushijima: col. 6, Ins. 20-29; 
col. 7, Ins. 47-col. 8, Ins. 5, 54-59; col. 10, Ins. 12-24). 

Applicant also argues that Archarya does not disclose the feature of "appending of the query with at least one new predicate 
corresponding to at least one of the one or more auxiliary attributes having a high relative selectivity." However, the rejection on this claim 
is made under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Although Archarya does not disclose all of the claimed limitations, however the features not disclosed by 
Archarya is disclosed by Ushijima and Kon. Additionally, it should be noted that KSR forecloses the argument that a specific teaching, 
suggestion or motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness. In response to the test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. Therefore, applicant's argument is not purusasive. 
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
